I have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  on  the  health 
and  vital  statistics  of  the  Aylesbury  Rural  District  for  the  year 
12^4,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
Surveyor  on  the  sanitary  circumstances,  and  work  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  throughout  the  area.  Included,  in  the  report  is  a mass 
radiography  report  on  a survey  of  H.M. Prison,  Grendon  Hall,  made 
by  the  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board, 


Mr.  R.A.  Cant  succeeded  to  the  post  of  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  Surveyor  at  the  end.  of  October,  and  Mr,  D.C,  Mulley  commenced 
his  duties  as  Sanitary  Inspector  in  July, 


The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the 
year  was  much  less  than  last  year.  This  was  largely  due  to  the 
diminution  in  the  number  of  measles  and.  scarlet  fever  cases 
notified. 

Anterior  poliomyelitis,  meningitis  and  diphtheria  were, 
fortunately,  conspicuous  by  their  absence,  none  being  notified 
in  the  District. 

One  case  of  tetanus  occurred  in  a child  visiting  the  district, 
despite  anti-tetanic  serum  being  administered  the  child  died  in 
hospital.  There  was  no  history  of  the  child  ever  having  received 
a prophylactic  injection  of  antitoxin. 

Concerning  infectious  diseases  of  the  enteric  group,  there 
were  7 dysentery  cases,  6 of  which  were  of  the  Sonne  type,  and  one 
of  the  Flexner , and  one  paratyphoid  case.  Six  of  the  dysentery 
cases  were  notified  from  St.  John’s  Mental  Hospital. 

No  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  during  the  year. 

The  transition  of  the  slaughtering  of  animals  from  Central 
Government,  control  was  smoothly  accomplished  in  this  district 
during  the  year.  Seven  slaughterhouses  have  now  been  licensed 
in  the  Aylesbury  Rural  District,  and  are  regularly  inspected  by 
tne  Sanitary  Officers.  Two  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  attended 
a refresher  course  in  meat  inspection  in  preparation  for  the  time 

/when  the 
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when  the  change  to  local  control  would  take  place,  namely  July 
1st.  1954. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Council  in 
general,  and  particularly  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  for 
their  confidence,  guidance  and  support  to  the  staff  and  myself 
throughout  the  year.  The  loyal  team  work  of  the  Health 
Department  has  been  materially  assisted  by  the  Officers  of  the 
other  departments,  to  whom  our  thanks  are  due.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Hospitals 

Hospital  accommodation  for  the  District  is  provided  by 
the  Royal  Bucks  and  Tindal  General  Hospitals.  Infectious 
disease  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Aylesbury  Isolation  Hospital. 

These  three  hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Royal  Bucks 
and  Associated  Hospitals  Management  Committee. 

Cases  are  admitted  to  the  Stoke  Mandeville  Hospital  or  the 
Radc.liffe  Infirmary,  Oxford,  if  bed  space  is  unavailable. 

Similarly,  infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  to  infectious 
disease  hospitals  within  the  Oxford  region  when  there  is  no 
accommodation  locally.. 

Pathological  Specimens 

The  majority  of  specimens  for  examination  are  submitted  to 
the  Pathology  Laboratory,  Stoke  Mandeville  Hospital.  The  services 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Luton  and  Oxford  are  utilised 
whenever  necessary. 

Ambulance  Services 

The  ambulance  services  in  the  area  are  the  responsibility  of 
the  Bucks  County  Council.  Five  ambulances  are  stationed  in  the 
Borough  of  Aylesbury  for  the  use  of  the  town  and  surrounding 
district. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

This  service  is  controlled  by  the  Bucks  County  Council. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  Aylesbury,  Brill,  Long  Crendon, 
Waddesdon,  Quaint on,  Cuddington,  Haddenham,  Wendover,  Whitchurch, 
and  Worminghall. 

Diphtheria  and  I/hooping  Cough  Immunisation 

The  Bucks  County  Council,  being  the  Local  Health  Authority 
as  defined  by  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  administer 
this  service. 

Treatment  of  Veneral  Disease 

A veneral  disease  clinic  is  held  regularly  at  the  Royal 
Bucks  Hospital,  Aylesbury,  where  free  treatment  is  given.  This 
clinic  is  administered  by  the  Royal  Bucks  and  Associated  Hospitals 
Management  Committee.

I have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  wo rk  of  the  Inspectors’ 
branch  of  the  Department  for  the  year  1954. 


HOUSING 


This  work  was  further  intensified  during  the  year  particularly 
in  regard  to  properties  unfit  for  human  habitation.  Re-housing  of 
tenants  by  the  Council  in  a number  of  cases  made  it  necessary  to 
represent  several  properties  under  Section  11,  although  work  was 
proceeding  at  the  same  time  on  preparation  of  the  programme  under 
the  Slum  Clearance  Scheme.

Improvement  Grants.  The  number  of  applications  received  for 
Improvement  Grants  increased  considerably.  In  all,  46  applications 
were  made  during  the  year,  of  which  8 were  refused,  2 not  proceeded 
with,  and  one  withdrawn.  A grant  of  50%  of  the  approved  expense 
was  made  in  each  case  approved.  In  addition  to  the  applications, 
many  preliminary  inquiries  were  received  and  dealt  with,  often 
necessitating  inspection.

The  various  activities  under  Housing  made  considerable 
demands  on  the  time  of*  the  limited  staff  available.  No 
certificates  were  applied  for  under  the  Housing  Repairs  and 
Rents  Act,  1954  by  the  end  of  the  year, 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Main  water  supplied  by  the  Bucks  Water  Board  is  available 
in  every  village  with  the  exception  of  the  major  part  of  Lower 
Winchendon.  A few,  mostly  isolated,  properties  are  still 
without  a main  supply,  and  the  number  of  these  is  all  the  time 
being  reduced  by  extensions  of  the  mains,  often  made  possible 
by  guarantees,  and  capital  contributions  given  by  the  Council. 
A detailed  summary  is  given  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

ROOD  INSPECTION 


Slaughjterh ouses . The  year  under  review  saw  the  return  of 


private  slaughtering  after  15  years  of  Government  Control.  During 
this  time  all  the  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  were  closed. 

From  January  onwards  until  June  a number  of  meetings  were  held 
i"/i  ch  the  Borough  Council,  and  the  local  Butchers’  Association,  to 
devise  adequate  slaughterhouse  facilities  for  the  Town  and  Rural 
Areas.  Finally  seven  private  licences  were  granted  to  applicants 
in  the  Rural  District  for  slaughterhouses  which  were  in  existence 
in  1939. 

Subsequently  an  application  for  a licence  in  respect  of  a 
new  slaughterhouse  at  Hardwick  was  received,  and  after  careful 
consideration  this  was  refused  by  the  Council.  The  applicants 
appealed  to  the  Magistrates  who  allowed  the  appeal.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  no  steps  had  been  taken  to  prepare  the  premises  for 
use  as  a slaughterhouse. 

Although  there  have  been  many  pressing  demands  on  the  Department 
time,  your  officers  have  not  spared  themselves  to  maintain  a 100% 
inspection  of  all  meat  slaughtered  in  the  Rural  District.  The 
Butchers  have  appreciated  the  efforts  made  by  the  staff  to  limit, 
and  prevent  as  far  as  possible,  any  hold-up  in  the  sale  of  meat,  and 
I am  pleased  to  report  that  their  co-operation  has  been  excellent.

The  quantity  of  tinned  food  condemned  has  been  reduced  owing 
to  arrangements  by  the  trade  whereby  unsound  goods  are  replaced 
without  certification,,  Certified  condemnations  amounted  to 
22-75-  lbs  of  tinned  meat,  and  meat  products,  and  6^  lbs  of  tinned 
fruit.  Two  sacks  of  flour  were  also  condemned. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAC-E  DISPOSAL 

Ickford  and  Worminghall.  The  sewerage  scheme  for  these  parishet 
was  completed  during  the  year,  and  notice  was  given  to  terminate  the 
Scavanging  service  in  the  area  served  by  the  system. 

Quainton  Sewerage  Scheme.  The  first  interim  scheme  was 
completed  during  January,  and  the  second  section  commenced  shortly 
afterwards.  Both  schemes  were  satisfactorily  completed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Department  during  the  year,  thus  avoiding  the 
employment  of  a Clerk  of  Works. 

Sanction  for  the  completion  of  the  whole  scheme  was  then 
received  with  a starting  date  in  July.  Tenders  we re  invited  and 
the  work  was  in  hand  by  September.  Unfortunately  the  wet  weather 
severely  hindered  the  work,  and  very  limited  progress  had  been  made 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Aston  Clinton.  Weston  Turvillo  and  Buckland  Joint  Disposal  Works. 
The  Engineers’  proposals  for  dealing  with  the  increased  flow  at  these 
works,  and  eliminating  the  severe  flooding  at  Broughton  Pumping 
Station  were  accepted  by  the  Council  in  February,  but  the  scheme 
was  not  included  in  the  Council’s  immediate  programme  of  works. 
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Wendover  Sewage  Works.  Preliminary  work  on  converting  the 
ola  sand  "beds  to  humus  tanks  at  this  site  Was. commenced,  Contractors 
were  j.  inally  found  who  were  prepared  to  remove  the  sand  said  gravel 
from  this  difficult  site,  and  the  work  was  done  at  a cost  of  £290, 
Plans  and  specifications  were  then  prepared  for  the  conversion  of 
the  tanks,  hut  tenders  could  not  he  obtained  before  the  end  of  the 
year . 


Disposal  Works.  Proposals  for  land  treatment 
of  the  effluent/  from  this  site  were  worked  out,  and  an  area  of  land 
heyona  the  boundary  stream  was  surveyed  for  the  purpose,,  Negotiations 
were  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  the  acquisition  of 
approximately  2%  acres e 

Hard^k_^a,  Weedon  Sewerage  Scheme,  Details  of  this  scheme 
were  completed,  and  submitted  to  the  various  authorities  concerned, 
in  December . Negotiations  had  been  opened  for  purchase  of  the 
disposal  works  site. 

Oakley  and  Grendon  Underwood  Sewerage  Schemes . Th e Counc i 1 ’ s 

Consulting  Engineers,  Messrs  Elliott  & Brown,  were  completing  details 
of  these  schemes  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Once  again  the  outstanding  feature  of  this  part  of  the 
Department’s  work  was  the  continuing  shortage  of  labour.  In  spite 
of  this  ever-present  handicap,  the  regular  collection  of  refuse 
was  very  well  maintained.  The  3 Paxit  vehicles,  and  one  10  cubic 
yard  side-loader  travel  approximately  700  miles,  and  collect  an 
estimated  average  of  120  tons  of  refuse  per  week.  The  number  of 
properties  to  be  visited  has  increased  considerably  in  the  last  year 
or  two,  and  the  new  estates  now  being  developed  privately  will  fully 
extend  our  vehicles.  As  stated  in  the  report  last  year,  careful 
arrangement  of  schedules  had  enabled  the  machines  to  cope  writh  the 
work  so  far,  buc  there  is  now  absolutely  no  latitude  to  cope  with 
emergencies,  and  unless  the  period  of  collection  is  to  be  extended, 
consideration  must  soon  be  given  to  the  question  of  acquiring  a 
further  vehicle. 

In  October  a Dustbin  Hire  Service  was  introduced,  the  charge 
being  5/-  per  year  per  bin.  By  December  a steady  demand  for  bins 
had  built  up.  This  service  should  considerably  assist  the  work  of 
collection,  by  eliminating  many  odd  and  inadequate  receptacles. 
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Hartwell  Refuse  Disposal  Site.  The  excellent  work  of  the 
Chaseside  loading  shovel  has  been 'fully  demonstrated  during  the 
year.  It  can  he  described  as  a complete  success.  Although  there 
has  been  only  one  workman  on  the  tip,  the  site  has  been  improved  to 
such  an  extent,  only  close  inspection  reveals  that  refuse  is 
deposited  there.  One  section  near  the  road  has  been  levelled  and 
covered  with  soil.  As  soon  as  suitable  material  is  available  for 
final  dressing,  it  will  be  ready  for  handing  back  to  the  owners. 

Negotiations  were  opened  for  the  use  of  some  disused  pits  at 
Kingswood  Lane  as  a subsidiary  disposal  site  to  speed  up  collection 
in  the  extreme  western  part  of  the  district. 

Cesspool  and  Pail  Emptying  Service.  Five  Dennis  Cesspool 
Emptying  Vehicles  maintain  this  service  in  the  unsewered  parts  of 
the  district.  These  machines  travelled  54*253  miles  during  the 
year  removing  a total  of  6,577  loads  of  sewage  in  addition  to  the 
weekly  cleansing  of  some  1,350  pail  closets.  Difficulty  in 
obtaining  suitable  tips  adds  considerably  to  the  mileage  to  be 
travelled,  and  takes  a heavy  toll  of  the  working  time  with  some  of 
the  machines. 

Special  work  by  Cesspool  Emptiers,  f or  which  a charge  is  made, 
resulted  in  an  income  of  £177.2s.6d. 

Vehicle  Depot.  The  main  depot  for  the  Refuse  Collection,  and 
Cesspool  Emptying  Vehicles  at  Hartwell,  gave  rise  to  considerable 
concern.  The  war-time  buildings  used  as  garages  had  seriously 
deteriorated, being  in  some  cases  no  longer  weatherproof  or  secure 
against  intruders.  A planning  application  for  permission  to  develop 
the  Camp  Site  at  Hartwell  as  a permanent  depot  was  refused.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  no  suitable  alternative  had  been  found. 

Salvage.  The  income  from  the  sale  of  salvage  amounted  to 
£178. 15s.4d.  Shortage  of  labour  restricts  the  output  and  sale  of 
salvaged  waste  paper.  This  is  particularly  unfortunate  as  extra 
paper  is  deposited  with  refuse  on  the  Disposal  Site,  adding 
considerably  to  the  work  of  control,  and  increasing  the  fire  risk.
